Criticises Tokio Dispatches. 


On the w ay from Boston, M. Witte 
cli rated a s t a t e m e n t concerning d is­ 
patch- s from Tokio, as follows: 
•'I have read in the te legram from 
Tokio that the J a p a n e s e captured 40,- 
m'u R u s s ia n so ld iers at the island of 
Sakhalin during the recent operation s 
there. 
Now, so fa r 
a s I know, the 
whole garrison in Sakhalin island con­ 
sists of no m o r e than 4,000. 
It is a 
known fact that the R u ssia n soldiers 
do not su r r e n d e r and if we take into 
consideration th a t so m e 
of the sol­ 
diers 
of the 
island garrison 
were 
then—th a number of c ap tu red 
could not even reach 4.000. 
I do not 
wish at all to minimize the s u c c e s s or 
bravery of the Ja p a n e s e , hut at the 
s a m e time, all the people of R u s s i a 
and 
m y self can n o t 
hell) being 
s u r ­ 
prised 
at 
the cables 
which 
h av e 
reached us during the w ar from Tokio. 
According to them, if all th ose R u s ­ 
sian soldiers which have from time to 
time been 
reported from 
To k io a s 
captured, killed or wounded, had in 
fact been c a p t tired, killed or wounded 
by the J a p a n e s e , R u s s ia would not at 
this time p o s s e s s any arm y at all, and 
then my journey to the United S t a t e s 
would be quite superfluous. 
R e a d i n g 
these cables 
a well known 
R u s s i a n 
proverb 
c o m e s 
to my 
memory. 
I 
might tr a n s la te it thus: ‘One can e x ­ 
aggerate, but th ere is a limit to e x ­ 
aggeration .’ ” 
M. Witte sin ce his arrival in this 
country h as sh ow n much interest in 
d ispatches sent from the se a t of the 
J a p a n e s e governmen t. 
His s tatem en t 
w a s m ade a f t e r reading a recent re­ 
port issued by the Tokio authorities. 
M. Witte w a s a sk e d if he cared to 
m ake any s t a t e m e n t concerning the 
questions 
to be 
considered at 
the 
peace conference. 
He answ ered that 
there w a s nothing he wished to say 
un the subjec t b e c a u se he believed the 
present 
w as not 
an opportune m o ­ 
ment.

them, and for half an hour threatened 
the destructio n 
of the entire

including the

man Lloyd ste am sh ip docks, at which 
several big ships were lying. 
So far 
as known no lives were lost. 
For ov er an hour huge ton gues of 
tlame leaped from the wooden struc­ 
tures on the L a c k a w a n n a docks, light­ 
ing the New J e r s e y and N ew York 
water fronts. 
For 
a time it threat­ 
ened a loss larger than th at of the 
big fire of several y e a rs ago when the 
North G e r m a n Lloyd piers were de­ 
stroyed, with a great loss of life. 
Blazing ferryl oats, cut from their 
docks floated la the river, wandering 
ll reships which for a time endangere d 
h o p i n g in the river. The lire started 
on an old wooden ferryb oat and swept 
bv a northerly breeze communicated 
with 
the ferryhouse, sp r e a d 
to the 
main building of the L a c k a w a n n a and 
then to the Dukes House, a fam ous 
Hoboken hostelry.

The Hoard of Education m et in regu­ 
lar session last night and a goodly 
amount of business was transacted. 
Hoard was called to order by Presi­ 
dent Mahlum.

testing against the cutting down of 
trees on the school grounds.

A communication from Messrs. Keene 
A M cFad d en regarding expiration of 
tire insurance was read and referred to 
the finance committee. 
The finance committee asked further 
time in the m a tte r of auditing tho books 
of tho secretary and treasurer, which 
was granted. 
The committee on buildings then pre­ 
sented the following rules for the gov­ 
ernment of pupils, etc., and on motion 
they were adopted and ordered printed 
and posted in suitable frames in each 
building:

Any pupil who shall mar, deface 
or injure any school property by writ­ 
ing, m arking or otherwise, shall be held 
strictly accountable for the same and 
shall pay all damages, anil shall be de­ 
nied the privilege of the school until 
the same shall be satisfied.

Pupils shall not be allowed to a s ­ 
semble about the school premises be­ 
fore the ringing of the first bell in the 
morning, or allowed to remain after 
close of school at night.

Pupils must not tarry, talk, run or 
make any noise in the halls or on the 
stairs; aud having gone to their respec­ 
tive rooms before the opening of school 
or at recess, m ust remain unless per­ 
mission is granted by the teachers to 
do otherwise.

T h e use of tobacco in the b u ild ­ 
ings is strictly forbidden, also the use of 
profane or improper language. 
Playing 
of foot ball, basket ball or any other 
game t h a t is dangerous to pupils within 
the building or upon the school ground 
is forbidden. 
5. 
Pupils are not permitted to inter­ 
fere in any way whatever with the h e a t­ 
ing or ventilating apparatus.

Pupils while in basem ent or while 
entering or departing from the base­ 
ment or while on the grounds shall be 
obedient and respectful

janitors.

Floating- Indebtedness Has Been 


Reduced Over $19,000 in a 


Little Over a Year 


When Vice President Opsahl called 
the city 
fathers to order la-t evening 
there was a bare quorum present. 
Al 
der men Gardner, Peterson, Squires and 
F a rra r answered to roll call. 
Aldermen 
Armstrong and Raker came in d u rin g 
the reading of the minutes and Presi­ 
dent Johnson and Alderman 
Halladay 
came in a little later. 
The usual reports of city officers were 
presented and accepted,. 
T he clerk of the municipal c o u rt re­ 
ported 9 arrests iiuring July, three paid 
fines, three were committed and sent 
ence was suspended in three cases. 
The city treasurer presented a report 
showing the following indebtedness of 
the city to be 830,680.66, a reduction 
since Ju ly 20, 1904, of over 819,000. 
The chief of th e tire d e p a rtm e n t pre­ 
sented his report for July and called the 
attention of the council to the fact th a t 
no hose had been laid for tire since May 
31, over two months, and the 
record 
time 
for 
Brainerd. 
He 
stated 
as 
tire warden th a t things were in 
good 
shape b u t th a t it took constant care to 
keep them so. 
He also reported th a t 
the hose ordered by the council had 
been received and was fully up to the 
contract in quality and over ran in 
length. 
With the thousand feet just re­ 
ceived the city now had sufficient hose 
for years to come. 
The report of the su p erinten d en t of 
the electric light de p a rtm e nt showed 
182 incandescent lights cut in during 
the month and 14 c u t out. 
Mr. P e t e r ­ 
son also presented a detailed report on 
the comparative) cost of m aintaining 
open and enclosed arc lights. 
T h e re­ 
port 
showed th a t it cost 81,191.50 per 
year more to run eighty open lights than 
to run eighty closed lights. 
T h e city is 
now u-ing eighty open and four closed 
lights. 
Mr. Peterson stated to a 
D i s ­ 


p a t c h reporter t h a t the enclosed lights 
gave equally as good and strong light 
as the open arcs. 
The street commissioner reported the 
cost of the walk from the top of the hill 
on Bluff avenue north to the cemetery 
to be 8197.25. 
The city engineer s report of the side­ 
walk work done for the city by LaBlanc 
A Everett during July, being the walk 
on Main and .Sixth streets across from 
the old Arlington site, a m ounting to 
8186.63. was accepted and placed on file.

The Kniaz Pot* mid rn* left Sovust >- 
pol on June 21 for opeu sea maneu­ 
vers. 
The next day It reached the J 
designated place, off Odessa, 
where 
it was to experiment with the new 
guns. 
A t »rpedo boat was dispatched 
to Odessa for provisions. 
It returned 
at midnight. 
For breakfast on June 2d “borsch" 
(Russian broth), cooked with the moat 
purchased at Odessa, was served to 
the sailors. 
Without a dissenting voice 
they cried that they would not eat the 
"borsch," the meat 
being unlit for 
food. 
Nevertheless certain sailors did 
eat the soup, aud so their declaration 
did not become known in the cabin. 
The day following the soup was re­ 
made with the same meat. 
This time 
all sailors refused to eat. Commandant 
Oeierowsky, second in command, and 
a second lieutenant came along and 
demanded to know why nobody ate 
Ila* soup. 
Several sailors replied that 
the meat was tainted. 
Thereupon the 
officers returned to the wardroom with­ 
out saying a word. 
Nothing might have happened lf the 
lieutenant had not seated himself at 
the 
table 
and 
remained 
thoughtful 
without touching Ills food. 
“Why do you not eat?" 
inquired 
Commandant < lolikoff. 
"How can one eat," replied the offi­ 
cer, “when we have on board SOO men 
who refuse their food?" 
An ominous silence followed. 
For 
some time past the commander of the 
battleship had heard rumors of a con­ 
spiracy against Hie officers aud of the 
threatened mutiny of the crew. 
So, 
after a moment’s reflection, he called 
Sergeant Major Pogownetz and ordered 
him to have the crew beat to service 
quarters on the main deck. 
When t h e y 
were assembled the commander said: 
“Why do you not eat the soup?" 
There was 110 response.

Golikoff repeated his question.

MORGAN VISIT S 
ROOSEVELT. 


Hankow Railroad the Subject Under 
Discussion. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 8.—J. Pier* 
lent Morgan of New York had a con* 
fore rn e Monday with President Roose­ 
velt, las mg an hour and a half. The 
pr - i n t himself is authority for the 
sir.’em* ut that it related principally 
to the (a se of the Hankow railroad In 
China, a controlling interest In which 
is own d by J. P. Morgan. 
Incidental­ 
ly, and as relating in a measure to 
Hie railroad Interests held by Anteri- 
fans rn China, the pending peace nego- 
Rations formed a topic of consldera 
Hon by tin 
president and Mr. Mor­ 
gan 
Mr, Morgan came to Oyster Bay un­ 
heralded on his yacht Corsair. 
While 
hi 
visit was by ajqiointment, nothing 
concerning it was permitted 
through official sources until 
had gone. 
Tile I resident and Mr. Morgan dis- 
cussed fit ID the Hankow railroad con­ 
cession. 
This was not the first time 
the subject has been considered by 
th* 
president. 
Several 
months ago 
tho question 
was taken up by 
the 
president and his cabinet and consid­ 
ered thoroughly. 
An effort Is being 
made by the Chinese government to 
purchase 
the concession 
for 
about 
$7,boo,boo from 
th.*1 Ameriean-China 
Development 
company, 
which 
owns 
the railway, and the contributary con­ 
cessions. 
The 
railroad 
now’ 
Is 
in 
operation between Hankow and Can­ 
ton. a distance of only thirty miles, 
but the company, which Is absolutely 
controlled by 
American capitalists, 
owns conc* ssions and has made sur­ 
veys for several hundred mill s of rail­ 
road lines. 
Some of tho American 
holders of 
the stock are Inclined to accent the 
proposal, but. th** European holders, in­
